A PUBLIC DANGER

From the Electric Cars to the Power 


Station. 


Electricity such as is used for the motive 


power of cars has a surprising power of 
eating up gas and water pipes. 


By electrolysis a pipe ia corroded as if it 


wore immersed In an acid solution. 
Ex- 


periments in Boston and other cities dem- 
onstrate the fact that the trolley system is 
a continual menace to the pipa system. 


For this reason the city engineers de- 


partment In Boston has monthly tests 
made In different parts of the city. By 
this means the danger districts are located' 
and wires laid to draw off the harmful 
currents. 


These experiments have, developed the 


fact.that there is a ceaseless flow of elec- 
tric currents through the oarth, under the 
cellars and sub-basements of buildings. 
The intensity of these currents varies at 
different times of the day and night. They 
are proportional to the amount of elec- 
tricity which is forced over the wires by 
the Lowell and 
Suburban 
company's 


power station. This is greatest at the 
tlnies'when the largest crowds are going 
to or returning from their places of work 
or business in the electric cars. 


Undercrouud Lightning. 


These 
currents may be likened to 


flashes of underground lightning. In their 
course through the earth they naturally 
seuk the best conductors, such as metal 
pipes. These are traversed as long as 
they lie in the direction of tho power 
house. At any sharp angle of divergence 
from the direction the current naturally 
takes, the electric fluid tears itself away 
from the pipa and takes off particles of 
tha metal In the parting. 
The process Is 


on the same principle as that which 
causes a-flash of light when the contact 
between the trolley wire and the trolley is 
broken. • 


Chief Engineer Jackson 
of 
Boston 


spsaklng of the effect of electrolysis in 
that city says: 


"The Bell Telephone company's pipes 


were first affected. It cost them a good 
deal to repair the damage. 
I then heard 


that the water and gas pipes of the city 
were in danger. . 


"Whenever any indications of electroly- 


tic action were noticed we notified the 
West End company and they put in re- 
turn wires which obviated the danger on 
that particular direction." 


It is due to the Lowell and Suburban 


car system that this electric disturbance 
takes place. 
The electricity which is 


forced from .the power house on Middle- 
sex'street to distant parts of the city goes 
from the trolley wires, through the wheels 
of the cars into the tracks and thence into 
the ground. It then returns through the 
earth to the power station, running along 
pipes and other metal conductors which 
go In that direction. So long as the -cur- 
rent stays on the pipes it Is all right. But 
wliere it breaks away from the matal con- 
ductorit has the tendency to corrode. 
If 


a copper ground wire is attached to the 
pipes at such a point the current passes 
off harmlessly. 


In Boston and other cities where scien- 


tific tests have been made, underground 
connecting wires have been laid but here in 
Lowell there is nobody to guard against 
thii dangers from electrolysis. 


It costs the city of Boston 51500 a year 


'.o detect the effects of electrolysis that 
lbf-j may be overcome before causing dis- 
aster. 


Cambridge and Newton have also be- 


gun to take the necessary precautions 
against electrolysis. 


Messrs. Stone and Webster of Boston, 


ilectrical experts have conducted the ex- 
periments. It would be well for the Low- 
ill water board or the gas company to get 
.hem or somebody else who is competent 
to make the necessary tests in this city. 


In San Francisco there appears to be a 


man who claims to have a patent to pre- 
vent electrolysis. Minneapolis and Peorla 
are having trouble and both cities are con- 
ducting tests. 


The tests which are being made in Bos- 


ton are mainly at six stations. These are 
,t widely different points. The worst dis- 
trict is found to be in the vicinity of the 
Albany street power station, which shows 
conclusively that the trolley lystem Is re- 
sponsible. 


Nashville, Tenn., Memphis, Milwaukee 


ind Minneapolis are all having much 
:roubla from electrolysis and must tako 
mmediate steps to remedy the danger. 


This subtile agency is being recognized 


hrouehout the country, and slops are be- 
ns taken to provide against its detrimen- 


1 effect upon pipes. 
Experts demonstrate that it only re- 
ilres time enough to perforate water 
poB, so that they must be repaired or re- 
placed. 


The result will eventually be that the 


rolley system will be driven out and a 
egular return circuit substituted.

who was burned with ilr. Salmon am 
Kobert Montgoinery,'two fellow workme: 
in the Merrimack mills on October 21. 


AH three men had a most narrow escap 


from death and as it'was they were In 
jured so that they will never fully rccove 
from the effects of their experience. 


ITr. Maxwell has just got out of th 


hospital and the -story of his case as toll 
by workmen in the yard is a most pltlabl 
one. 


At the time of the occurrence, bis wif 


was m a delicate condition and the new 
of the accident prostrated her. 


She managed to keep on foot part of UIE 


time until early in IN'overnbor when shi 
gave birth to a stillborn babe. 


She died a few days after despite the at 


tendance of three doctors. 


The doctors admitted that her misfor 


tune was due to the shock she received on 
hearing of her husband's sad accident.

clay and pottery products. In view of 
tho rapid development of this industry 
Binco 1880, it is safe to estimate that tho 
present production is at least $1;J,000,- 
000—or double the figures of The Press. 
Still, it sticks to its assertion that tho 
"calamitous Cleveland year" Vr'ould ap- 
ply "as well to other years. " 


in order to ehov? that the imports of 


pottery exceed the domestic output in 
value Tho Press slill persists iu includ- 
ing iu these imports n largo variety of 
costly articles of art and luxury with 
wliifjli AuibricMi earthenware, as L V O I Y - 
l:ndy knows, does not compete. Wo have 
ihowji that tlie.se articles bavo been im- 
ported in greater volume under the !Mc- 
Kinley tariff than under tho new tariff. 
So that there is no question of competi- 
tion in tho case. But by systematically 
disparaging the domestic production and 
exaggerating tho foreign imports The 
Press achieves tho desirod purpose of 
proving that the imports of pottery ex- 
ceed the domestic output. This thing can 
ho done in .no other way than by delib- 
erately deceptive manipulation of trade 
statistics. Tho country became quito fa- 
miliar with this pseudo maniacal disease 
in "tho calamitous Cleveland year," 
and tho disease has not yet abated. 
Whether it ho congenital, or whether it 
bo duo to tho acquired habit of calamity 
howling, cannot bo determined with ac- 
curacy.

The Record as saying that tho foreign 
importations (of pottery) amounted "in 
value last year to less than. $9,000,000." 
What Tho Record aid say was that of 
theso importations of less than $9,000,- 
000 more than two-thirds in value con- 
sisted of objects of art and Inmry \vith 
which tho American potteries do not 
compete. Tho remaining one-third, and i 
not tho 80,000,000, constituted "the | 
mere driblet" o£ pottery importations in 
comparison vdth the domestic produc- 
tion.

wretched perversion than The Press has 
thus made of an obviously plain state- 
ment.

last the imports of pottery products 
amounted in valne to $0,334,874, of 
which $1,885,908 consisted of plain pot- 
tery. 


Thus tho fragile crockery of The Press 


is shivered into potsherds whenever it 
collides with tho truth. lu order to es- 
cape in a cloud of dust it prates about 
"tho production of clay, wrought and 
mnvrought, for the. use of glass manu- 
facturers," with a deal moro of tho 
same kind of stuff.

SOUTH CAROLINA, 


No Discrimination on Account of "Bsuje 


Color or PreTlom Condition of Serrt 


. tude"—If Applied Impartially, Will B«

Though the "suffrage plan" report*, 


to tho South Carolina constitutional con 
ventloa by its committee caused .a good 
deal of spirited debate, it has beon adoptee 
without essential modification, and th 
opposition on tho final vote prosed to b 
insignificant. 
Thero is no- doubt that i 


will stand as .part of tho constitution when 
that instrument is finally adopted as i 
whole in the convention, rind as the Mis 
slssippt plan of promulgation without ratl 
ficntion by the people is likoly to bo pur- 
sued it is safe to say that it is to be accept- 
ed ns the South Carolina solution of tho 
suffrage problem, with a view to main- 
taining "white snpremacy" in astato hav- 
ing a majority of colored citizens. 


i 
The suffrage article contains many de- 


tails ordinarily left to legislation, but tho 
Important section is that which deals with 
tho qualifications of electors. Tliora must 
ba a registration of all voters, and alter 
Jan. 1, 1898, there is to be an--alternative 
educational and property qualification Cor 
all not registered prior to that date. After 
that dtito an applicant, "if otherwise qual- 
ified," must be able to "read and wrlto 
nny section of this constitution" or to 
"show that ho owns and has paid all taxes 
collectible during tho previous year on 
property In this state assessed at $300 or 
more." 


During tho two years bofore 1808 there 


is to be a general registration of voters 
based nominally upon intelligence. Rec- 
ords of this registration ore to bo kept, and 
tho persons registered are to receive certifi- 
cates of the fact and to "remain through 
life qualified electors unless disqualified 
by othor provisions of this article," such 
as conviction for crime, etc. The test of 
intelligence is to be ability to "road nny 
section in this constitution submitted to 
thorn by tho registration officer or under- 
stand end explain it when read to them 
by tho registration officer." 


It will bo seen that this suffrage plan 


contains no discrimination on account of 
"raoo, color or previous condition' of servl- 
tuclo," nnd its provisions aro not open to 
criticism on the score of conflict with the 
fertoral constitution unless that is true of 
all restrictive qualifications of the suffrage 
impartially applied. If any question of 
constitutionality is raised, it must grow 
out; of tho method of executing thcso pro- 
visions rather than their mere existence in 
thu organic law of tho state. It was said 
in tho debates in the convention and in 
th» current discussion in South Carolina 
that this plan of applying a test of intelli- 


i genco to qualify electors before applying 


tho permanent qualification of education 
or ownership of taxable property is justifi- 
able if it bo applied with absolute justice 
ami impartiality. 


That seems to us to be quito truo, but 


the chance of its being applied with abso- 
lute justice and impartiality is exceed- 
ingly slim. As the avowed purpose is not 
to suppress tho illiterate) vote or tho igno- 
rant vote, but the negro vote, andns it was 
loudly proclaimed during tho canvass for 


! the election of delegates to tho convention 


j that white supremacy was to bo maimaln- 


j ed without disfranchising nny white man 


except for crime, it is greatly to be feared 
that boards of registration appointed by 
the governor and representing only on'o 
party will find a white man's explanation 
of T.selected section of tho constitution 
more satisfactory than a black man's In 
most, if not in ail, instances.
